The City
does not have a project this year and therefore will be transferring their money to another airport. Haag
moved to approve transferring the FAA Entitlement Funds to another airport.

POLICE DEPARTMENT HVE GRANT APPROVAL - JON LYNCH. Chief Lynch stated the City has received an
HVA grant for $8,000 to be used for 160 hours of patrol and a LEAF Grant for $5,000 to be used for 100
hours of patrol. Haag moved to approve the HVE and LEAF Grants. Second by Harms. Question. 5 ayes.

APPROVAL OF BILLS — KARMA WELLS. Clerk/Treasurer Wells handed out additional lists of bills. Swehla
moved to approve the bills. Second by Harms. Question. 5 ayes. Motion carried.
